OTTawa, Ontario, Oct. 277.—Before the noon 
gun is firedon Parliament Hill to-day it is 
expected warrants will be served on every 
one of the boodlers now residing in Canada, 
whose conspiracies to defraud this Govern- 
ment were disclosed durfng the last session 
of Parliament.

SEVENTY MILES AN HOUR 


Initial Run of the Central’s New 
Flyer a Great Success. 


BuFrraLo, N. Y., Oct. 27.—The Empire State 
express, the fastest train over tie New York 
Central, which is expected to relieve the 
Chicago special of the local traffic which 
needs fast service, made a remarkable run 
from Rochester to Buffalo and drew into the 


station here at 5:02% last night, about two 
anda half minutes behindtime. But it had 
left Rochester about thirteen minutes behind 
the schedule time, so the run was very fast. 
The train left the Grand Central Depot in 
New York at9a.m. It carried ninety-three 
passengers and was made up of one combin- 
ation buffet, smoking and library car, one 
Wagner drawing-room car, the dining car 
Luxor, Vice-President Webb’s private car 
Marquette and two Central coaches. The av- 
erage speed expected was fifty-two and one- 
third miles per hour, including stops. It was 
12% minutes late when Batavia was reached, 
and after the eee grade had been ascended 
Engineer Hogan threw the throttle open, and 
then it was that the fastest time of the whole 
trip was made. From Batavia to Buffalo 
is thirty-six miles and it took just thirty- 
seven minutes to travel over the ground. 
Near Looneyvilie the fastest mile was made, 
the time being 51% seconds, at the rate of 
seventy miles an hour. our consecutive 
miles were run at 52 seconds to the mile or 
sixty-nine and one-half miles an bour. The 
train came through the Buffalo yards at sixty 
miles an hour, and the big crowd which had 
assembled in the depot cheered furiously as 
the engine shot into the depot two minutes 
late. for they thought it impossible to make 
up the thirteen minutes lost east of Batavia. 
The Central officials were delighted with 
the success of the tripand gave a dinner at 
the Lroquois tothe railroad officials and the 
thirty -five newspaper reporters who were on 
the train.

OORK IN A FERMENT. 


Serious Conflicts the Outcome of Fac- 
tional Hatred in Ireland. 


STONES AND BLACKTHORNS THE WEAP- 
ONS IN STREET FIGHTS.

Harsh Words From the Pulpits About the 
Dead Leader—The Attempt to Dynamite 
McCarthyite Editors in Dublin—John 
Morley’s Tribute to Parnell—The Fight- 
ing Priest—Irish Aftairs. 


Lorspon, Oct. 27.—A dispatch from Cork 
says that the scenes in the streets last night 
were most exciting. At nearly every corner 
Parnellites and anti-Parnellites were en- 
gaged in dispute, and would sometimes draw 
and hit each other resounding blows. Then 
the disputants would clinch, and their friends 
on either side would come on, and the battle 
would rage until broken up the police. To- 
day the city is again ina ferment,and a se- 
rious affray is anticipated. Canon O’ Mahoney 
is virtually the leader of the anti-Parnellite 
forces, and is getting to be known as the 
‘*fighting priest.’’ He can wield a blackthorn 
with the best, and during the affray at 
Black Rock he more than once rallied his fol- 
lowers to the attack on the firm phalanx of 
the Parnellites. Over twenty Black Rock 
people are laid up in their beds from the 
effects of Monday night’s affray. During the 
struggle the Parnellites tore the long tails off 
the coats of their opponents. 

The feeling aroused throughout Ireland, 
and especially in this city, by the recent po- 
litical and factional sayings and doings is 
very bitter, and threatens to result in seri- 
ous conflicts between the McCarthbyites and 
Parnellites. 

There were several affrays here yesterday 
evening at the close of the various political 
meetings, and sticks and stones were freely 
used by both parties. The result is thata 
number of members of the two opposing par- 
tiles are being nursed in the hospitals and 
elsewhere for severe wounds incurred during 
the frays. Agirl who was an onlooker dur- 

ng one of these political scrimmages was 
seriously wounded about the head and face 
by stones. 

The sermon preached last Sunday at Kil- 
kenny by Father Fidelis of the Order of &t. 
Francis is much commented upon. here and 
elsewhere. Father Fidelis upon that occa- 
sion bitterly denounced the late Charles 
Stewart Parnell, saying that ‘‘the most de- 
praved monster who ever lived’’ was now 
swept off the face of theearth. The reverend 
gentleman also said that the women who 
were supporting him were ‘‘limbs of the 
devil’? and that the local Workmen’s Club 
was ‘‘a synagoreue of heil.*’ 

Dillon and O’Brien arrived at Cork to-day 
and were promptly seized upon by their en- 
thusiastic followers, who ineisted upon un- 
hitching the horses from the carriage in 


which the leaders were seated. When this 
had been accomplished Dr. K. D. Tanner, 


Member of Parliament for the Middle 
Division of the County of Cork, and 
a priest were shoved, hustled and butted 


onto the carriage box. A large body 
guard from Maurice Healy’s quarter of the 
city, all armed with good stout biackthorns, 
then surrounded the vehicle which, in the 
midst of a terrific yell, began its progress to- 
ward the assembly rooms. The Healyites 
with sticks waving in the air, and uttering 
stentorian cheers for O’Brien and Dillon, 


marched in a compact mass im the 
roadway. On the sidewalks, and side 
by side witb their opponents, 


half-walked, half-trotted a perspiring and 
hard-swearing throng of Parnellites, while 
between the two bodies of marchers went the 
policeman fully warding off occasional blows 
of Diackthorns and always preserving the 
peace. When the procession reached the 
assembly rooms and the two leaders at- 
tempted to address the vast crowd their 
voices were at once drowned in yells and 
cries of ‘*Murderers!’’ ‘‘Traitors!’’ ‘‘Cow- 
ards!’’ 

Finally the Parneilites gathered themselves 
together fora rush and were sweeping down 
upon the Healyites, when the mounted po- 
lice charged them and drove them back. The 
city is full of priests and peasants, all armed 
with cudgels. It is almost certain that a 
serious riot will occur sooner or later. 


MORLEY ON PARNELL. 


THE DEAD LEADER’S GREAT QUALITIES HIGHLY 
EXTOLLED.

DvuBLin, Oct. 27.—A bomb fell in front of the 
Abbey street windows Of the National Press, 
the’ McCarthyite organ, last evening, just as 
the staff was beginning the night’s work. 
Fortunately no one was in the rooms at the 
time, for the windows Were smashed and the 
casings were shattered. Nociew to the per- 
petrator has been obtained. 

The National Press, organ of the McCarthy- 
ites, referring to the attempt made, says: 
‘*The men who laid the infernal machine at 
our doors have been taught for the past ten 
months by the Freeman’s Journal and by United 
Ireland that freedom of opinion will no longer 
be tolerated and that every opposing Nation- 
alist may righteously be mobbed and if nec- 
essary murdered. They are instruments of 
crime who have been educated by their mas- 
ters tothe cowardly practice of their own pre- 
cepts of Parnellism. With the death of their 
creator they have descended to the practices 
of the Nihilists and Carbonari.’’

“DEFIES STATE LAW. 


Bold Policy Pursued by the Southern Pa 
cific in Texas. 


HovstTow, Tex., Oct. 27.—Vice-President 
Stubbs of the Southern Pacific OCo., with 
headquarters im fan Francisco, passed 
through Houston this morning en route from 
New York, wherehe has been conferring 
with the management ofthat road in regard 
to cotton rates in Texas. The Texas Railway 
Commission some time since ordered that the 
present rate on e@tton should include charge 
for compressing, for which the road would 
have to pay, thus reducing the cost of trans- 
portation to shippers. The Aransas Pass 
road at once agreed to the 
cut, but the Southern PacifiC made 
strong protests against this deep inroad 
into their earnings and only put the order 
into effect after voluminous telegraphic cor- 
respondence with the directorsof the road 
and the aid of legal ad vice. 

To-day Daniel Ripley, Trafic Manager of 
the Southern Pacific lines in Texas, at the 
instigation of Mr. Stubbs issued an order 
practically canceling the commission’s cot- 
ton tariff—that is, instructions have been 
sent Poallof their agents not to allow com- 
pressing charges on cotton at stations 
where there is no compress. The road thus 
evades the commission;s order and will 
save thousands of dollars, as there are 
only three or four along 
the lineof the road,

the original place limits, but not as to the 
lands within the indemnity limits of the 
Leavenworth, Lawrence & Galveston Rall.

It is impossible .to obtain any official in- 
formation confirming the news from S8an- 
tiago that Minister Egan has made a demand 
upon the Chillan provisional government for 
reparation for the murder and outrage com- 
mitted by the mob at Valparaiso. 

In unofficial circles the statement cable4 
from Santiago does not receive credence. It 
is argued that such action would be hasty 
and ill-advised; that Mr. Blaine, in view of 
the stand taken by him inthe Mafia matter 
at New Orleans, could not consistently take 
the position now credited tothe State De- 
partment. 

Mr. Jobn Foster of the Chilian legation said 
to-day: ‘‘I do not believe the report that the 
Government has done nothing toward inves- 


tigating the outrages or troubles. 
The row evidently occurred in 
a saloon, as they often do, 


between sailors of all nations and the natives.

New York, Oct. 27.—A letter from Iquique, 
Chili, dated Sept. 16, says: ‘‘Reports re- 
ceived here from the South state that a large 
number of executions have occurred in San- 
tiago and Valparaiso in the last few weeks. 
The victims were parties who had been par- 
ticularly active in their opposition to the 
revolutionists, but none of them were per- 
sons of any special prominence. Vicuna,

Districts two months ago and who 
was regarded as the representa- 
tive of Balmaceda, is now in Callao. 


Commercial affairs in Iquique and in all 
other ports of the northern part of Chill are 
in a peculiar condition at the present time. 
During the revolution the ports inthe south 
of Chili were ciosed against those of the 
north and no produce of any kind was re- 
ceived here from the south. Consequeatiy 
large cargoes, principally of flour and hay, 
were imported here from 8an Francisco and 
other foreign ports. More of these articles 
were received here than could be consumed 
atthe thetime and merchants at Iquique, 
Antofagasta and other northern ports 


now have large stocks on hand 
which they are wnabie to dispose 
of. Inthe last few weeks, home products 


have been coming in from the Southern ports 
and have founda ready sale owing to their 
cheapness and the merchants here will 
Goubtiess suffer heavy losses on their import- 
ed stock.

Disastrous Boiler Explosion and Fire at 
Louisville. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 27.~—A terrific bolier 
explosion, followed by a disastrous confia 
gration, occurred here yesterday afternoon 
between 6 and 6 o’clock. The boiler 
was one of a battery in the electric 
light works. It let so with full force, 
and not only demolished the building 
but scattered burning coals in all directions. 
The large Gry goods store of Kaufmann & 
Strauss, across the street, was wrecked and 
was @ mass of fames in afew minutes. The 
fre spread in ali directions and it 
was with considerable difficulty that 
the Courier-Journal building was saved, 
The Polytechnic building was badly dam- 
aged altogether with Leverone’s confec- 
tionery, Porter’s millinery establishment, 
Escott & Sons’ picture frame establishment 
and other buildings. Atthe time of the ex- 


plosion there were a number of 
clerks in Kaufman & Strauss’ place 
but it is believed that all got outalive. Sol- 


omon Dreyfus, the bookkeeper, was badly in- 
jured, and Carrie Dinkelspiel, Hattie Kune 
and Lena Sickles were slightly burnt. 

W.R. Adams,the fireman of the electric 
works, received injuries which will prove 
fatal. The loss occasioned by the explosion 
and fire is estimated at $400,000. 


PRAIRIE FIFE IN OKLOHOMA, 
GUTHRIE, O. T., Oct. 27.~A prairie fire 
Started east of here Sunday morning and 
buroed over a tract of country ten miles wide 
by fifty miles long. Farmers were un- 


able to save their homes and hay, 
grain and fodder were all burned. 
The hack coming from Chandler Sunday 


night was caught in the fire, and It was a race 
for life for several miles. The horses had 
their manes and tails burned and the 
driver, M. B. Emery, was terribly burned 
about the face and hands. Inthe lowa RKes- 
ervation the damage is greatest.

STREET CAR BARN BURNED.

RAILWAY DEPOT AND VALUABLE RESI- 
DENCES DESTROYED. 


Lake Erie Storm-Swept—No Reports of 
Lives Lost—Rough Voyage of the 
Steamer La Gascogne Through Atlan- 
tic Gales—Passenger Dies of Fright— 
Arrived Behind Time at New York. 


CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 77.—A special from 
Conneaut, O., says thata terrible cyclone 
struck that town, shortly after 6 o'clock last 
evening, destroying about thirty houses and 
causing the loss of $100,000. The terrific wind 
storm was accompanied by very little rain, 
Record’s buttter tub factory, worth $50,000, 
was completely wrecked. The Lake Shore 
depot was demolished and wreckage strewn 
upon the tracks fora haifa mile, rendering 
them impassable for several hours. both 
the Nickel Plate and Lake Shore telegraph 
wires were tangled upon the ground, Many 
fine residences were unroofed and otherwise 
damaged. Itis thought that no lives were 
lost. The storm was very severe all through 
Northern Ohio last night and much damage 
to shipping is reported. 

In Cleveland the velocity: of the wind was 
from thirty to forty miles an hour all night, 
and Lake Erie was literally ‘‘turned inside 
out.’’ Several vessels are reported to 
have been wrecked, but no definite news 
has as yet been received concerning them. 


STORMY VOYAGE. 


»pLA GASCOGNE WAVE-SWEPT BY ATLANTIC CY- 
CLONES. 


NEw York, Oct. 27.—More than twenty-four 
hours over-Gue and with salt-incrusted fun- 
nels the French line steamer La Gascogne 
entered the New York Harbor yesterday out 
of reach of the storms which had pounded 
the vessel about the entire voyage. The trip 
wasaconstant battle with wind and wave, 
For four days and nights the vessel was in 
the grasp of a veritable cyclone. Tons of 
water came down like battering rams upon 
la Gascogne’s forward turtle deck during 
the trip, and the spah deck forward between 
the officers’ quarters and thesaloon deck- 
house were flooded. The water rushed aft in 
an almost constant stream as wave after 
wave poured overthe ship. Even the lofty 
promenade deck was not dry during the 
voyage, and the Officers on the bridge were 
continually drenched. : 

Despite the severe handling the La Gas- 
cogne was astrimas when she left Havre, 
Not a boat was damaged and not a block dis. 
placed. With one exception the passengers 
were not seriously hurt, though many of 
them will carry bruises for days Jo come as 
souvenirs of the trip. 

The first signs of a storm appeared Oct. 4, 
At 10 o’clock a terrific gale from the south 
struck the vessel, Every hatch was double 
battened, the saloon doors were closed, and 
everything done far the safety of the vessel, 
It was rolling heavily, with the waves maxk- 
ing a clean breach over the decks. The 
spray few to the tops of the smokestacks. 
The wind veered tothe west-northwest Oct, 
19, and blew with a redoubied force. The 
engines were reduced to half speed. Big 
seas were shipped over the boats, and at 
times the vessel simply cut through the big 
roliers. 

P. Hieggia, a steerage passenger, died of 
heart disease Oct. 2%. Thestorm is said to 
have frightened the man and hastened hig 
death. The body was buried at sea. The 
poor steerage passengers, already terrified 
by the storm, were now nearly frantic. 
Many of them imagined that they were going 
to the bottom, and fervent prayers were of 
fered up that their lives might be spared. 
None of them were allowed to come on deck 
lest they should be washed overboard, and 
the end of the four days’ storm found some 
of them completely exhausted. 

It was not until last Thursday that the 
storm in a measure lulled and La Gascogne 
again rap at full speed. The wind blew 
fresh and danced all around the compass for 
the next two days, Dut it was nothing to the 
storms the steamer had battied through. 
Saturday a gale from the northwest struck 
the vessel and at 8 o’ clock in the morning an 
enormods sea Came over the bowsand rushed 
clear over the promenade deck. It almost 
buried the vessel for a moment, and the 
steamship quivered in every fiber of its great 
frame as it slowly recovered from the shock, 

Not uantilso’clock yesterday morning did 
La Gascogne reach Fire Isiand. From there 
the news of its safe arrival was telegraphed 
to New York and the anxiety of many reia- 
tives and friends of those on board thereby 
aliayed.

The trouble among the Catholic clergy over 
the refusal of the Executive Committee of 
the Kenrick Jubilee Association to permit 
the parishes that are without parochial 
schools to be represented in the children’s 
chorus at Music Hall is about over, and the 
gentlemen whose names have been connected 
with it say that it never amountea to much 
anyway. Father Coffey, the Secretary of the 
committee, had his say yesterday, and 
to-day Father G. D. Power, pastor ofthe 
Church of the Immaculate Conception, ex- 
piains the position he has taken inthe con- 
troversy. 
FATHER POWER MAKES A STATEMENT. 
**T have been grossly misrepresented,’’ said 
Father Powerin speaking this morning of an 
interview with him which appeared in a 
morning paper last Sunday. ‘‘That inter- 
view was full of misrepresentations and fab- 
rications as regards what I was credited with 
saying about the Executive Committee and 
parochial schools, andI don’t understand 
how thereporter cameto make such 4a re- 
port. The interview published Monday 
morning in the other morning paper was 
nearer the truth. That, in fact, was 
a very fair report and I have 
no complaint to make against it. Whilel 
didn’t see the two reporters at the same 
time, Imade substantially the same state- 
menttothem. Iam no enemy of the paro- 
cial school system. On the other hand, lam 
a strong advocate of that system as an 
educator of the Catholic youth, both as re- 
gards religious and seculareducation. But 
while Iuphold our own schools, I deprecate 
any denunciation of the public school system 
or any infliction of any penalties or censure 
on Catholic children who attend the public 
schools, or on their parents who send them 
—I mean any censure or punishment 
that is not sanctioned by my 
ecclesiastic superiors. I say, asI said in my 
letter to Father Brady remonstrating against 
the action of the Executive Committee, that 
the exclusion of Catholic children who attend 
the public schools from the jubilee chorus 
will be construed by the enemies of our 
church as an evidence that the Catholic 
Church its antagonistic to the public school 
system. I reminded Father Brady in that 
letter of» the disappointment it would cause 
the children excluded and also the mortifica- 
tion it would'be to their parents. It wasa 
friendly letter addressed to Father Brady as 
a member of the Executive Com- 
mittee and was intended in the 
best spirit and feeling. I asked 
that the letter be read to the committee and 
the action excluding my parish and other 

arishes from representation in the chil- 

ren’schorus be reconsidered by the com- 
mittee. 

‘*It was no attack on the committee what- 
ever, and was not considered as such voy 
Father Brady. And you may say, too, that 
the talk about my being suspended or leav- 
ing the church is allnonsense. I have hada 
talk with Father Brady since the publication 
of the fabrications and he has assured me of 
his friendly feeling toward me and that he 
never for an instant believed that I 
was capable of uttering the sentiments 
attributed to me in that paper. 

ABIDES BY THE DECISION. 

Father Power said that he would abide 
practi by the decision of the Executive 

ommittee ana make no further request to 
have his parish represented at the children’s 
chorus. All he wanted in: the first place was 
a representation—only afewof his children 
and not all of them—and he thought they 
could sing or learn to sing the threeor four 
songs to be sung by the chorus as 
well as the children of parochial 
schools, for he had them _ gathered 
together for religious instruction twice a 
week, 3 to 4 Sunday afternoons and from 4 to 
5 one other afternoon every week, and if they 
didn’t know the songs they could be taught 
them at these gatherings. He had 190 chil- 
dren in his Sunday-school class, and while 
some of them came from other parishes, as 
had been intimated by Father Coffey, the 
most of them belonged to his own parish. He 
didn’t know how many of the 190 attended 
the public schools, but he thought a majority 
ofthem did. There are nine parishes in the 
city without parochial schools, namely, St. 

avier’s, St. James’, Holy Angels’, &t. 

eo’s, Assumption, St. Agnes’, St. Rose’s 
and Rosary parish. Alarge majority of the 
Catholic children of these nine parishes at- 
tend the public schools,Father Power thinks. 
There is, in fact, not a parish in the city that 
is not represented inthe public schools and 
by a large number of children, showing that 
the Catholic clergy of St. Louis are not un- 
friendly to the public schools, as represented 
by the enemies of that church. 

Father Power was asked what he thought 
of the attack made on him yesterday by Fa- 
ther Coffey, and he said in reply that the gen- 
tlemanh was simply mistaken in regard to 
some of his statements, having been misled 
peoua ey by erroneous .allegations in pub- 
ished interviews and other equally unrelia- 
ble information. 

That was the only reply tothe attack he 
could be induced to make, deeming it best for 
the cause which they were all working for 
that nothing be said that would tend to pro- 
long the unpleasant controversy.

Secretary Blaine Hopes to Annex or 
Buy the Island. 


THE WEST INDIES TO BE COMMERCIAL 
DEPENDENCIES BEFORE 1900. 


Reciprocity Plans to Be Perfected by the 
Premier—Rumor That Elkins Will 
Succeed Proctorin the War Depart- 
ment— The San Francisco Public 
Building. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27,—Mr. Blaine’s will is 
already felt in Washington. He is as full of 
surprises as Disraell. The latest big scheme 
seething in his brain is nothing less than the 
purchase or annexation of Cuba. He thinks 
it worse than folly that the United States 
should permit an island of such value, 
judged from a military and naval point of 
view, to remain in possession of a formidable 
foreign power. If he could assure himself of 
the proper support, he would openly advo- 
cate purchasing the territory outright from 
Spain. 

But he is convinced that in the popular 
opinion the project is not feasible at this 
time. Inthefirst place the price would be 
an obstacle. Spain refused $100,000,000 for 
Cuba forty years ago, and would be cer. 
tain to ask a good deal more now. Then the 
population of the island makes it undesirable 
as American territory. The whites are Span- 
lards, with Spanish tastes and temper, the 
blacKs are ignorant and thoroughly de- 
praved, and besides there are 40,000 Chinese 
laborers on the island. To undertake to or. 
ganize an American territory with sucha 
population would be condemned at the out- 
set as a piece of supreme folly certain to end 
in disaster. 

Atthe same time Mr. Blaine thinks the 
United States should control Cuba, and he is 
now moving to accomplish that result by his 
reciprocity project. 

The Blaine idea is thatin a few years the 
island will be dwned by American capital. 
The new conveation will increase the pro- 
duction there tosuchan eXtent that invest- 
ments will be invited from the leading men 
of business in this country. Already some of 
the largest plantations are Owned by Ameri- 
cans. The Spgnish proprietors, it is de- 
clared, do not hold their own alongside of 
their more capable and enterprising Ameri- 
can neighbors with improved methods of

He will 
probably dwell solely upon the strictly com- 
mercial aspect of the question, leaving the 
other issues to be developed in time. 

He believes he is going to win. He believes 
that inthe next ten years the whole of the 
West Indies group will be commercial de- 
pendencies of the United States, buying and 
selling everything here, and being in every 
controlling particular American territory. 

The whole trade of the islands outside of 
Cuba is not great, and would not of itself 
warrant any especial effort to secure it, but 
taken in connection with the other consider- 
ations pointed out it is more precious and im- 
portant in Mr. Blaine’s eyes than the tradeof 
great nations across the sea.

Declared Void by the New York Court 
of Appeals. 


THE HEIRS WIN THE SUIT IN CONTEST 
OF THE WILL. 


Another Illustration of the Adage That a 
Lawyer Cannot Drawa Valid Will for 
Himself—How the Property Will Be 
Divided Now — Eight Million Dollars 
Involved.

ALBaNY, N. Y., Oct. 27.—The Court of Ap- 
peals rendered a decision this morning in the 
case of George H. Tilden vs. Andrew H. 
Green and others as executors, etc., appel- 
lants, and Laura B. Hazardet al., respond- 
ents, affirming the Judgment with costs pay- 
able toall parties out of the estate. This 
renders the Tilden trust void and is in favor 
of the heirs. 


The opinion is written by Judge Brown and 
ig concurred in by Chief Judge Follet and 
Judges Haight and Parker. Judge Bradley 
writes a dissenting opinion which is con- 
curred in by Judges Potter and Vann. Sam- 
uel J. Tilden, Jr., was present when the de- 
cision was handed down and was warmly 
congratulated by many present on the out- 
come of his fight. 

Judge Brown in his opinion says in sub- 
stance: ‘‘Uniless within the rules which con- 
trol courts in fhe construction of wills we can 
separate the provision in reference tothe 
Tilden Trust from the general! direction as to 
the disposition of the testators’ residuary 
estate contained in the last clause of the 
thirty-fifth article, and find therein that a 
preferential right to some or all of such estate 
is given to that institution when incorpor- 
ated, and one which the court at the suit of 
said instiution could enforce within the two 
lives which limit the trust we must within 
the principle of similar cases declare such 
provision of the will invalid.’’ 

By his will Mr. Tilden left the bulk of his 
large estate, supposed to amount to $8,000,000, 
to a board of trustees who were empowered

Uncertainty as'to the property to be givel 
could not be more markeg than when !ts 
amount depends upon the discretion © 
executors and trustees. 

Mr. Tilden, although one of the fines 
lawyers in the country, failed as so many 
other lawyers have done, to draw a valid 
will for himself. He sent the document aftef 
it was completed to Charles 0’Conor for hi 
opinion of its validity. Unfortunately, M« 
O’Conor was iil and unable to read tht 
paper. Soon after he died, and Mr. Tilden 
death followed within a short time.

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The indignation of at least 60,000 St. 

Louis voters who have read the Post-D1s- 
PATCH revelations of School Board crook- 
edness will grow hotter every day this 
week as they continue to read the succeed- 
ing chapters. 
We have shown them how the board has

Furnace Racket Worked by 


Director Edward O’Connor, 


PRESIDENT MILLER’S INSURANCE. 


It is absurd to suppose that crookedness 
could exist in the School Board without the 
Knowledge of the President.

Thefirm are agents fer a 
number of insurance companies, most of 
them of minor caliber. 

During the last four years a large number 
of new buildings have been erected by con- 
tractors for the board and many additions to 
oid buildings have been made. The board 
requires all contractors toinsure the build- 
ing they are working upon, and increase the 
insurance from time to time, as the work 
progresses, so that, should the building burn 
up, the board would be secured against 
loss from advances made from time to time. 
As the building progresses and advances are 
weeny title passes into the hands of the 

oard.

INSURED WITH MILLER. ; 

Here is where Bartlett & Miller come in. 
President Miller hada cinch. The contractor 
had to insvre with Miller or submit to very 
disagreeable consequences. The particular 
bane ofthe contract system as worked by 
the board is ‘‘extra allowances,’’ Pet con- 
tractors are allowed to bid lower than com- 
petitors and then are paid beyond the sum 
of their contracts on the score of extra work, 
which may, or may not, have been done. 

As ex-officio member of every committee— 
President of the board—Bro. Miller has an 
air- tight on the contracts. Seldom has a con- 
tract with the School Board been executed 
exactly as per schedule, and the President, 
or any member of the board could prevent 
contracts being settled in full In almost every 
instance. Hence the contractors found it to 
their interest, unsolicited of course, to place 
all their insurance with President 
Miller. This insurance within the last 
four years has amounted to _ several 
hundred thousands of dollars. It would 
be possible to produce several hundred of 
these policies as testimony, buta few suffice, 
and the reader would be wearied if called 
upon to wade through the tedious labyrinth 
of President Miller’s insurance contracts. As 
a member ofthe board he has no more right 
to insure school property than Cudmore had 
to repair school property, O’Connor to fur- 
nish heaters, Bosley’s brother todo steam.-fit- 
ting, Gibbons to run in zig-zag gate bar, Kelly 
or Sheahan to engineer livery bills, Konig to 
get the School Board deposits for his bank or 
O’Connellto luxuriate in the department’s 
fat painting jobs.

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DIRECTOR 0’CONNOR’S LATEST SCHEME 


There isa mystery at the Peabody School 
Kindergarten which apparently has its solu- 
tion in the peculiar condition of affairs now 
known to exist inthe present honeycombed 
School Board. 

The mystery is in the shape of two heaters 
that have recently been put into that Kinder- 
garten. They are Fuller & Warren heaters, 
of course, but, strange to say, they, ap- 
parently, at first sight, have no connection 
with School Director Edward J. O’Connor, 
agent for Fuller & Warren, in St. Louis. 

The fact of the two Fuller & Warren heaters 
being at large that way in the public schools 
of St. Louis withéut a string attached to 
them, the influential end held between the 
fingers of Director O’Connor, is in itself 
strange enough. But there are other facts 
connected with the heaters in the Peabody 
School Kindergarten which are equally 
strange. Inastudy of the whole case the 
conviction will Gawn upon one that Mr. 
O’Connor is still, as usual, on deck, though 
inanew way. This latest Fuller & Warren 
dodge may be designated as Mr. O’Connor’s 
great ‘‘stalking-horse act.’’ 

The two heaters were placed in the kinder- 
garten during the past summer. The Pea- 
body School is located on the corner of Car- 
roll street and Second Carondelet avenue; 
the Peabody kindergarten is a detached 
building onthe same corner. Supplies for 
the kindergarten, it is stated, must appear 
on the records of the School Board Building 
Committee independent of supplies for the 
school proper. Contracts awarded for work 
tobe done in the kindergarten would also 
appear independently on the _  Build- 
ing Oommittee’s records. With this 
brief preamble the story of the Peabody Kin- 
dergarten heaters is an interesting and sig- 
nificant one. 

AN EFFORT AT CONCEALMENT. 

There was no surprise felt when the heat- 
ers placed in the kindergarten showed up, as 
usual, in the familiar forms of heaters manu- 
factured by Fuller & Warren. There was no 
surprise, either, when certain work that had 
to be done in placing them there was done by 
@ man known to have been employed in 
Similar work by School Director 0O’Con- 
nor, Both of these circumstances 
were eminently natural in school 
work, and bad they not been 
features of the Peabody Kindergarten job, 
their absence would have excited surprised 
comment. 

But it was whenthe bills for the heaters 
and for the work done on them were sent in 
to Auditor Hammerstein that there was 
noticed the totalabsence of Fuller & Warren 
and of Schooi Director O’Connor,apparently, 
in thatone especial piece of work. The bill

They are 
billed simply as “two No. 182 heaters for the 
Peabody kimcergarten,’’ and the price 
charged for them is $150. No mention of the 
fact that they are Fuller & Warren heaters 
appears on the bill, ' 
he bill for the work of placing the heaters 
in the Peabody kindergarten amounts to $80, 
making the total of cost $230. They were 
sent in to the Auditor to _ be 
laid before the Building Committee 
for action shortly after the work was com- 
pleted. 

The bills are now among the unpaid bills 
held by Auditor Hammerstein which will be 
laid before the Building Committee at its 
next meeting. They bear upon their face the 
pencil note of Superintendent of Repairs Sin- 

leton, as follows: ‘‘Ordered by the Building 

ommittee,.’’ 

A remarkable feature of the case, fol- 
lowing it stllk farther, is that in 
the published records of the School Board 
and the Buildin Committee there is 
to be found no mention of this piece of work 
done at the Peabody Kindergarten. There is 
no record of any bids hayingever been made 
for it, there is no record of the contract hav- 
— been given to Joseph B. Ogden or Ogden 
& Hund; there is no record of the work hav- 
ing been ordered ay the Building Committee.

Deathin Nevada of the Piute Princess— 
Her Eventful Life. , 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 27.—Capt. C. ©. War 
ner, United States Indian Agent for Nevada, 
has received a dispatch informing him of the 
death of Sarah Winnemucca, the Piute Prin- 
cess. The Piute Princess was a remarkable 
woman. She attended the Sisters’ School 
Mission at San Jose and acquired a fair 
knowledge of the English language. Subse- 
quently she returned to her tribe and acted 


as interpreter when Gen. George Crook made 
peace with the Northern Piutes and made 
arrangements by which the reservation was 
established for the Piutes and Welsars at 
Maihar Lake, Ore. From Malhar Lake she 
accompanied Gen. 0. O. Howard on his expe- 
dition ae game the Bannocks in 1878, and 
afterward went East and under the auspices 
of Miss hlizabeth Peabody lectured through 
New England and published ‘‘Life Among 
the Plutes,’’ a volume of 300 pages. 

She taught an Indian school, which was 
supported by Miss Peabody and other Eastern 
philanthropists. About twenty years ago 
she married Lieut. Bartlett, who was sta- 
tioned at Fort McDermott, and went with 
himto Wyoming. He was dismissed from 
the service and Sarah returned West. After- 
ward she married a soldier named Hopkins, 
who accompanied her on a lecturing tour 
through the East and spent all the money 
she had made.

THE STATE'S CHIEF WITNESS. 


Jack Grassmuck, Who Saw Wm. Gleason 
Kill Whalen, Said to Have Been 
Offered $1,000 to Disappear A 
Charge Against Lawyer Macklin — 
A Peculiar Defense. 


The relatives of John Whalen, whose slayer 
has apparently escaped full punishment 
through peculiar methods of thwarting jus- 
tice, are determined to show the public just 
how sucha result has been accomplished. 
One of the most cold-blooded 
killings tin the criminal history of 8t. Louls 
was that of John Whalen by his friend, Wm. 
Gleason. on Nov. 18, 1889, in Frank Pale’s sa- 
loon, 1880 North Broadway. The two were 
ward bummers, and had some trifling quar- 
rel. Gleason entered the saloon on the night 


mentioned, and drawinga knife, plunged it 
into Whulen’s abdomen. Jack Grass- 
muck, a son of George Grassmuck, 
the well-known politician, witnessed the 
deed. When the time for prosecuting 
the case came Grassmuck disappeared and 
his whereabouts could not be discovered. 
The case was dragged on by continuances 
until Attorney Clover, despairing of ever 
finding Grassmuck, compromised with Wm. 
G. Macklin, Gleason’sattorney, and chang- 
ing the charge from murder in the first de- 
gree to manslaughter, accepted a plea of 
guilty and had the prisoner sentenced to 
three years in the penitentiary. 
RELATIVES MAKE GRAVE CHARGES. 

Michael Whalen, the father, and William 
G. Whalen, a brother of the murdered boy, 
claim that Grassmuck’s disappearance was 
not due to apy sympathy or friendship for 
Gleason, but was paid for in hard cash. 
They make very sensational charges, which 
refiect on both the prosecution and the de- 
fense. The story of Michael Walsh, the new 
all guard, who was discharged for openly 

sting that he had assisted in secreting 
Grassmuck, is apparently verified by the 
statements of the father and son. 

They assert that John Regan, one of the 
witnesses for the defence, has carried money 
regularly to Jack Grassmuck, who was living 
in East St. Louls. Wm. Whalen says he Is 
pre dad to swear to this statement, and 
Claims that he followed Regan over to East 
St. Louis and saw him gotothe residence of 
an aunt of Grassmuck’s. He afterwards 
called at the house and asked !f Grassmuck had 
been staying there and was told he had. 
Both Whalens declare that this is not the 
mie or only trip to East St. Louls that Reagan 
made, 

SAY8 GRASSMUCK’S WHEREABOUTS WAS KNOWN. 

Mr. Whalen, Sr., says that the talk about 
not knowing Grassmuck’s whereabouts tis all 
bosh. He charges that it was well known 
about the Four Courts that Grassmuck was 
being kept in hiding, and that two deputy 
sheriffs, Ben McGeary and another known as 
Patsey Mack, were thoroughly informed of 
his whereabouts all the time. 

Mr. Whalen also makes a more serious ac- 
cusation. He openly charges Wm. P. Mack- 
lin, Gleason’s attorney, with having sent 
word to Grassmuck that there was $1,000 
awaiting him if he kept out of the way until 
the coast wasclear. Whalen, Sr., saysthat he 
met Grassmuck one day and accused him of 
having been offered hush money, and Grass- 
muck admitted that he had been offered 
$1,000. When asked if he would accept it he 
said certainiy, but that he would turn up and 
give his evidence just the same. 

A PECULIAR PROCEEDING. 

Another peculiar feature which has come 
to light in connection with this alleged 
sleight of hand fashion of administering jus- 
tice is that, though the last attachment for 
Grassmuck was issued on the 28d inst., and 
not returnable until the 26th, which was yes- 
terday, Gleason was brought into court on 
the 24th Saturday, and allowed 
to lea guilty to manslaughter 
and ven three years. The Whalens are 
very much downcast over the manner in 
which they have been outwitted, and if they 
can make trouble for any of the rtles who 
were engaged in what they call the question- 
able transaction they will surely do so, 

DEPUTY M’GEARY’S DENIAL. 

Deputy Sheriff McGeary, when told of the 
Whalens’ statement, said that there was 
nota wordof truth in it so far ashe was 
concerned. He had but a slight acquaintance 
with Grassmuck and had never been in- 
formed of his movements. The only connec- 
tion he ever had with the case was previous 
to the March term of the ‘riminal 
Court when he was given papers to 
serve on Grassmuck, and, accompanied by 
Whalen’s brother, spent a whole day and 
several nights looking for him. He says that 
any statement that he knew of Grassmuck’s 
— when in hiding are entirely 
alse. 

Patsey Mack, whose real name is O’Hara 
could not be found, but Larry Kickham said 
that in serving subpoenas for the last trial 
O’Hara had gotten service on Grass- 
muck. It was a habit 
muck’s when he 
witnesses being served 
O’ Hara let the other witnesses wait until he 
got Grassmuck. ‘The subpoena failed to 
fetch him, and when an attachment was 
gotten out he had again disappeared.

Youthful Fiends Wreck Fast Express 
Trains in England. 

Lon pon, Oct. 27.—On Friday last, following 
immediately uponthe attempt to wreck an 
express train on the Great Western Raliroad 
near Reading, by placing a number of sleep- 
ers across the rails, it was announced that 
the eastbound express had been nearly 
wrecked near Croydon by a quantity of fish- 
plates and iron chairs which had been 
placed across the rails infront of the east- 
bound train. In both cases the engine 
plowed through the obstructions and did not 
leave the rails. Inthe caseof the Croydon 
outrage the engine was greatly damaged and 
in both cases a serious calamity averted by 
the engineers, who caught sight of the ob- 
structions in time to down brakes and reduce 
the trains’ headway before it was too late. 

The police of Reading and Oroydon, as- 
sisted by detectives from the Criminal Inves- 
tigation Department of Scotland Yards, have 
since the attempt to wreck the two express 
trains been vigorously trying totrack the 
rascals concerned in the outrage.

THE GRAMPUS MASSACRE. 


ONE OF THE WHALER’S CREW TELLS THE story 
OF THE MURDER OF THE SAILOrs. 

Saw FRANCISCO, Cal., Oct. 27.—1ouis Duffy 
a fireman on board the steam whaler Gram’ 
pus, has arrived here from Ounalaska on the 
Mohican. He brings confirmation of the 
news that the crewof the Grampus have 
been massacred by natives. Duffy says 
he deserted the Grampus at Por 
Clearance July 4, 1890, on account 
of ill-treatment. Duffy spent nine months 
among the natives at Cape Prince of Wales 
and three natives from Point Barrow related 
how the crew of the Grampus had abused 
native women while the ship was fast in the 
ice at the mouth of the Mackenzie River. The 
husbands and friends of the women attacked 
the ship, killing all but a few on board, and 
took complete possession of the vessel.

GRAND RAPIps, Mich., Oct. 27.—Albert 
Walker and Bertha Quail of this city have 
been engaged for some time past, but Walker 
decided that he could not live happily with 
his aflanced and Saturday night quietly mar- 
ried a young lady of Jenisonville, a suburb 
of Grand Rapids.

Results of the Marre and Kircher In- 
quest Held To-Day. 


AGREAT ASSEMBLAGE OF THE “PUSH” 
AT THE FOUR COURTS. 


? 


Con Ryan and Ballard Held Responsible 
for Antonio Marre’s Death—Joe Farley 
Held for Killing Mrs. Kircher Despite 
the “Push’s’’ Interference-Two Sui- 
cides—Shot at a Negro. 


Deputy Coroner Meade held an inquest 
this morning in the casé of Antony Marre,who 
died in St. Vincent’s Hospital from injuri+s 
- yeceived in his saloon, on Easton and Page 
venues on the night of Oct. 7. Half a 
dozen witnesses testified as to the fight and 
what happened just betore the assault was 
made, but none of them saw the fight after it 
commenced, but nearly all of them test.fied 
tothe fact that Con Ryan and Billy Ryan 
had been mixed up in the case. 

GAVE HIS ASSAILANTS’ NAMES. 

Mrs. Kate Marre, the wife of the dead man, 
testified that on the morning he was injured 
she received her husband. She said, 
‘*‘When he was brought home the. bell rang 
very loud and I was almost afraid to go down 
because I know his ring and this time the 
bell rang very loud. I looked at the clock 
and saw it was about 20’clock, the time he 
usually came home. When he fell in the 
door he said ‘Con Ryan, Billy Murphy and 
Ballard have killed me.’ I put him in the 
bed and then sent forethe doctors. It was 
nearly two weeks after when he was sent to 
St. Vincenj’s Hospital.’’ Mrs. Marre was 
dismissed and Dr. Herman of the hospital 
was called. 

He said that the patient had been 
sentthere on Thtrsday of last week ina 
comatose! condition and remained uncon- 
scious until hedied. He sometimes had to!be 
held in bed but never knew what he was do- 
ing. He said the patient had a wound in the 
scalp anda depression on the top of the 
head. Very little treatment was adminis- 
tered and the man diedon Sunday at the 
hospital. 

B. F. Staley who lives at 3509 Page avenue 
testified. Putting the start of the fighton 
Ryan he said: 

_**I was going home about 12:30 and went 
into Marre’s. He was playing cards witha 
man named Hook and another! do not know. 
Istood behinde Marre’schair and watched 
him play a while. Ryan and a young man 
I did dot know camein and ordered drinks, 
after they took them Ryan said: ‘That will 
de allright, Tony,’ and Marre said: ‘This 
is the third or fourth time this has happened; 
you ought to have money some time.’ Ryan 
took a glass and cursed Marre and said, ‘I’ll 
kill you.’ Words followed, and the young 
man with Ryan wentoutand said: ‘Now 
you’ve got him, giveit to him.’ I asked 
them notto havetroubie,and whenlI saw 
there wastobetrouble I went outand did 
not see the trouble.’’ 

Henry Hook of 3511 Page avenue, said: ‘‘I 
went home from thetheaterand stopped at 
Marre’s, and found Jobn Ryanand Marre 
talking about sending outsome circulars. 
We talked about that for about half an hour, 
Then we played cards, Ryan, Marre andl. 
Finally Con Ryan and some i others 
came in and Ryan ordered drinks 
and told Marre it would be allright. Marre 
told him #*hatthis had been done too ofien 
and he could not afford to sell his whisky for 
nothing. Words followed, and some one 
outside said: ‘Pull that pop, you s— —.’ 
Marre came out from behind the counter, 
and after sometalk Ryan made an attempt 
to hit Marre, and Marre jumped back. I 
went outand tried to geta policeman, and 
saw no more of the affair. When I came 
back the saloon was closed.’’ 

George W. Briggs said that both before 
andafter the assault he had heard Ander- 
son say that Marre had a beer mallet in his 
hand and said that if any one came from 
Ryan’s or Murphy’s, they would be treated 
as they deserved. 

A BADLY MIXED WITNESS. 

Wm. Carey said he went to Marre’s from 
Murphy’s and saw there was trouble. He 
said he didnot know much. His testimony 
conflicted very considerably. He gota little 
mixed in his testimony and first said he was 
outside and then that he went 
in, and then that he did not go in 
He then said he went intothe back room an 
Marre and Ryan were scuffling and were 
punching each other in the face; then he 
walked out. Just previous to this witness 
had said that he had seen no blows struck. 

. F. Ryan_said: ‘‘I stopped in the saloon 
alittle after 11, and he was speaking about 
an opening, and talked uponthe affair. Mr. 
Hook came in and Mr. Marre suggested 
we play euchre. We went back to the 
card-room, which is separated by a 

artition. Some wey“ came in and 

ir. Marre went into the saloon. 

J did not hear anything until I heard Marre 
order them out for pot paying for drinks. 
Then I heard some one say: ‘Pull that pop; 
goon, pullit.’ Icould only see Marre, wh 
came to the end of the counter. Ilooked up 
and saw Con Ryan look in. They had some 
words and Mr, Staley, who had been in be- 
tween Kyan and Marre, and I got up between 
them, and Ryan struck Marre. I tried to 
separate thetwowhen another young man 
camein. Marre was behind me and between 
the table and the barrels. The other man 
Strick at Marre over Ryan’s' shoulder. 
After I found I could not prevent 
the fight I went out and called the police. 
After l was outI heard a crashasifa door 
was broken In or something, and saidto Mr. 
Staley, ‘Let’s goin there and prevent them 
killing him.’ I went back and everybody 
was out except Marre, who was lyingon the 
Noor, but still breathing. I went out and 
saw Ryan and then went home, where my 
wife persuaded me to stay.’’ . 

Officer McFarland, who arrested Ryan, said 
that when he arrested him he said he would 
take all responsibility. 

RYAN AND BALLARD HELD. 

The Coroner’s jury returned a verdict that 
Marre came to his death from fracture of the 
skull as the result of an assault by Cornelius 
Ryan and John BaUard at the saloon on Page 
and Kaston avenues. 

The man who assisted Ryan in the assault 
and whose name was unknown to the wit- 
nesses was, according to their identification 
Ballard, and not Murphy. None of the wit- 
nesses saw Murphy take part in the assault, 
or at least none who testified to-day. His 
name was not mentioned! in the testimony. 

The attorneys for Marre immediately ap- 
plied for a warrant to hold Murphy, as they 
assert they will be able to — that he was 


one of those implicated in the case. 
Farley Held Despite the ‘‘Push.”’ t 
The effect of ‘‘push’’ influence and the ex- 
tent to which the crowd now in favor will go 
was most aptly illustrated at the inquest this 
morning over the body of Lydia Kircher who 


died Sunday night from the effect of a blow 


a fall on the i curd stone. 
The police officers who hunted 
up witnesses just after the affair 
were not called upon and were not even 
present in the Coroner’s office. The only eye 
witness tothe affair contradicted most flatly 
statements she inade on the night the woman 
was killed. She contradicted what she said 
to the doctor and what she said to a number 
of reporters immediately after the 
occurrence. The men who were exceedingly 
taikativeat thetime knew almost nothing. 
All who testified as to the ‘‘passes’’ being 
- Made, said that Farley struck at the Daly 
woman and not at the other one. 
When the witnesses were called Maggie 
was called and testified as follows: 
“*It was an accident.

one woman ‘‘chewin’ de rag 
something, and they had an argument. Then 
he saw Farley make a ‘‘pass’’ at the Daly 
woman, but did not see him hit her. 
He took Farley away and saw him hit 
no one. Then he testified that the Daly 
woman jumped back toescape the ‘‘pass 
and knocked the other woman over. Ina 
few moments he said he didnot see any- 
one fall. Then he said he did not 
hear Farley say a word, and afterwards 
testified he saw no blows, but heard all that 
was said on both sides. His story was very 
much mixed up but he stuck to the denial of 
Farley having hit the Kircher woman. 

John Botto said he was at home when it 
happened and knew athe h aboutit. He 
was the last witness and the Jury went out. 
It could be very plainly seen that all 
the witnesses except the doctor had been 
spoken to on the subject, but none of them 
were asked anything about being ap- 
proached, 

The jury brought in a verdict holding Far- 
ley responsibie for the woman’s death. 


A Dog Fighter’s Sentence. 

The crowd of 100or more West End sports 
who witnessed Colby Jackson’s dog-fight, on 
the evening of Jan. 2of this year, on Sarah 
street and Forest Park Boulevard, will be 


grieved to learn that Colby was sentenced to 
the Work-House this morning for nine 
months, by the Judge of the Criminal Court. 
Colby is anegro anda side-partner of Tom 
Goabout, the professional dog-thief, who 
boasts that there is not adog living that 
he cannot steal out of the kennel in 
the owner’s yard. He has won considerable 
money on wagers of this kind. His latest 
feat was pertormed about six months ago, 
when he carried a vicious biting and snap- 
ping bull dog intoa saloon in the West End, 
after taking the brute from its kennel a mile 
away. Colby Jackson was Tom Goabout’s 
under study, and he divulged to him the 
secret of his power over dumb brutes. On 
Jan. 23, Colby brought his knowledge thus 
gained into play, and entering Patrick Mc- 
Donald’s yard, 2716 Clark avenue, stole his 
bull dog. The animal was of such a vicious 
nature that the owner could do nothing with 
him. Colby took the dog to his home 
and painted black spots and stripes all over 
the animal’s white coat, hoping to disguise it 
so the owner would not recognize his prop- 
erty. He gave notice the following day that 
he would test the bull dog’s ferocity by op- 
posing himtoa Newfoundland dog and on 
the afternoon of Jan. 25, tnere wasa bloody 
dog fight on Sarah street, which was wit- 
nessed by a large crowd and the hand- paint- 
ed bull dog came out victorious. As the 
crowd was about to disperse, Segt. Purcell 
and Officers Rice and MacDonald swooped 
down on the crowd and arrested Colby. 
The dog, notwithstanding the axle grease 
paint on his body, was identified, and a 
charge of larceny was placed against Jack- 
son. He has beenin jail ever since his ar- 
rest. About two months ago he was almost 
killed in the jail by a fellow prisoner, who 
struck him on the head with a mop- 
stick and drove ai piece of iron 
through Colby’s head. He was sent tothe 
hospital to die of a fractured skull, but he 
fully recovered in a few days and walked out 
of the hospital. It wasa week before the 
police found him again and locked him up. 
When arraigned this morning Mr. Furlong 
was appointed attorney for Colby and, on 
learning the facts of the case, advised him to 
appeal tothe mercy ofthe Court. He did so 
and seemed satisfied with the result. 


Fired on a Negro. 


A cold-blooded attemptto maimor kill an 
offenseless and defenseless negro was made 
about 3:30 o’clock this morning in 


front of Jim Cronin’s saloon, 1015 
Market’ street. Russell Wedley, a 0ne- 
gro laborer was returnin home from 
work about 3:30 o’clock, and when passing 
Cronin’s saloon saw twoyoung menin an 
open barouche. They were apparently 
drunk and howling at a crowd in the saloon. 
When Wedley passed one of the men drew a 
revolver and fired at him. The 
bullet struck the brick walla few feetin 
front of him. Wedley fied in terror and 
dropped his hatashe ran. One ofthe occu- 
pants of the barouche jumped out, 
picked up the hat and deliber- 
ately cut it to pieces. Wedley 
ran until he found an 0Oofficer, and 
then told his _ story. Officers Lyons 
and Back were detailed on the case 
and within an hour’s time met the 
notorious Graham McCandless and Thomas 
Connell riding about the streets in an open 
barouche. They were taken to the station 
and identified by Wadley as the men who 
shot at him. <A warrant was issued this 
morning charging O’Connell with assault to 
kilfand McCandless was charged with dis- 
tubing the peace. 


Women Thieves Sentenced. 


Mary Gray and Hattie Mack, who were 
charged with stealing $200 from Mrs. Mary 
Weber of Ninthand Morgan streets on Aug.

WILLING TO TREAT. 


President Walbridge Offers Great Con- 


cessions to the Mayor. 


HE PROPOSES TO ACT ON ALL THE LESSER 


NOMINATIONS, 


The Whole Lot of Appointments Should 


Be Disposed of, He Says, Except Those 
for Fire Chief and Water Commissioner 
—Councilman Anderson Also Talks of 
the Mayor’s Paper. 


Mayor Noonan’s North American Review arti- 


cle on ‘‘Municipal Government,’’ touching 
sharply upon the deadlock on the appoint- 
ments in St. Louis, has been closely read by 
most of the Councilmen. President Cyrus P. 
‘Walbridge said of it to-day: 


‘*‘While the Mayor’s ideas upon constitu- 


tional law may be very good, still there are 
exceptions in all cases. The Council should 
not be compared tothe Senate of the United 
States. They are alike onlyintheory. The 
Senate is sucha big body that its members 
cannot know all the President’s appointees. 
It is different with the Council. I believe 
that in defining its powers the idea of the 
charter was to make it possible for the Council 
to protect the city from an untrustworthy 
Mayor. That is not saying that our Mayor Is 
untrustworthy, but there might come one 
who would work great injury to the city 
unchecked by the Council. 


‘*The charter means that the Council should 


prevent bad appointments of the Mayor from 
going into office. It does not say how that 
shall be done, and the Council ts supposed to 
be intelligent enough to know how to man- 


age it. 


BACKED BY THE PEOPLE. 
‘‘In this case the Council has not at- 


tempted totouch onthe prerogatives of the 
Mayor. Backed by a strong public optnion 
throughout it has said to the 
Mayor with respect to the two important 
offices which are the principal cause of the 
disagreement, ‘Give us these same menor 
others equally as good, and he has done 
nothing. Under circumstances like 
these the Council is justified in 
making an exceptionto a general principle 
of this case. The Mayor’s allusion to the fate 
of combinations in the Council against the 
Mayor is a begging of the question. That has 
nothing at all to do with the arguments A man 
who sits in the Mayor’s chair should manage 
the business of the city without a_ thought of 
the re-election ot himself or of otflers.in that 
way only can he be perfectly just and steer 
his way honestly through the political temp- 
tations that beset him.’’

Carleton’s Handsome Production of “‘In- 
digo’’—Nellie McHenry and Her New 
Play—The Minstrels, the Tank Drama 
and Buriesque—News of the Stage. 


There isacombination of pleasing opera 
and handsome production at the Olympic 
this week. 
‘*Indigo,’’ the new Strauss opera which 
Mr.Carleton and his company are presenting, 
does not belong to the hilarlous musical bur- 
lesque of farce school, and is not full of 
either horse play or wit, nor is it exception- 
ally brillant in music, The comedy is of a 
mild type, but there is variety of action and 
quantity of Jokes good, bad and indifferent, 
tokeepthe audiences in good humor.

The company is not brilliant vocally, but 
is capable and although more strength in this 
respect is desirable the result is pleasing.

Fitzgerald’s efforts are manifest in 
his All Baba, which is full of 
quiet and effective humor.
